EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

In view of applicant's cancellation of claims 1 and 8 and cancellation of the new matter in 
the Specification, as amended in the response submitted on 23 June 2005, the objection to the 
Specification, objection to claims 1-3, 5, 6, 9, 1 1, 12 and 14-16, and the rejection to claims 4 and 
8 under 35 USC §112, indicated in the prior Office action each have been withdrawn. Claims 1- 
3, 5, 6, 9, 1 1, 12, and 14-16 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach or suggest an apparatus for hand free holding of an article to a hat, the apparatus 
having the structural combination having the claimed substantially stiff lower clamp, the claimed 
substantially stiff upper clamp integrally secured to the first planar surface of the stiff lower 
clamp, the substantially stiff upper clamp comprises a base engaging two arms, a spring fixedly 
secured to the base of the outer arm of the stiff upper clamp and extending away from the base 
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substantially parallel to a soft outer clamp, and the soft outer clamp (30) secured to the spring for 
additionally holding the article.
